Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The restriction requirement of record (mailed March 13, 2006) and 
the Notice mailed August 30, 2006 (requiring the identification of claims reading on the elected invention) were briefly 
discussed. The examiner noted that the restriction requirement was not sufficiently clear with regard to, e.g., the fact 
that claim 1 is generic and would be examined to its full scope; accordingly, the examiner noted that the restriction 
requirement would be clarified in the next Office action. Applicants' representative indicated that he preferred to 
respond to the Notice of 8/30/06 and have the application examined rather than have the restriction requirement 
clarified in another, separate communication. The examiner noted that she would review the specification prior to 
examination and consider whether an election of species requirement would be more appropriate than a restriction to a 
single alteration/combination. The examiner agreed with Applicants 1 representative that deletion encompasses a 
"single copy loss." Regarding Applicants' election and identification of claims, the examiner indicated that Applicant 
could chose to simply elect a "deletion", or to (additionally) further specify a SNP or combination of SNPs.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
